Licence in that behalf firſt obtained, upon pain of incurring and ſuffering the greateſt Pu⸗ 


niſhments and Fozfeitures which by Law can fall oz be inflicted on ſuch Difenders; We 


Declaring, That We Will cauſe all ſuch Perſons to be pꝛoccded againſt with the utmoſt 
Rigour and Severity. And We do hereby Require and Command all Cuſtomers, Com- 
ptrollers, Collegozs, Searchers, Survbeyoꝛs, and other Officers of Dur Cuſtoms within Pur 


ſaid Kingdom and Dominion, to be watchful and diligent in fing this Our Royal Pꝛocla⸗ 
mation duly obſerved and kept; And alſo all Mapoꝛs, Bailiffs, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, 


and other Officers and Subjects, to be Aiding and Alliſting from time to t'me in the Diſco- 

vering and pꝛolecution of the Offenders, and pzeventing the Erpoztation of Salt Petre, as
